- These “operations, he- said, are very different 
from those in the North Sea. The Italians have to 
protect lines. of communication between southern 
Italy and colonies such as Libya, whereas the Ger- 
mans. have no such task; they have no colonial 


armies dependent on them for stores, Supplies. and 


reinforcements by sea. 

The Italian. Navy has had_ te 
tonstruct special 1,000 to 1,50¢ 
‘on ships to carry fresh water to 
he waterless islands and co- 
onies, | These water-boats must 
»e convoyed. 
. Hence, we may expect to see 
more naval activity and encoun- 
ters in southern waters than in 
the North Sea.

rast. 
Badly Wisled 
The Italians. have been badly 


nisled by advisers ae told 
hem that sea-power was dead. 
Sonvoys will have to be protect- 
ad by warships; ’planes alone are 
not sufficient. . 

The Italian Navy is .built: for’ 
speed, for sudden swoops ‘and 
quick retirements. But a con~ 
voy does not’ move fast—general~ 
ly around 7-to'9 knots—and the 
speed of the warships is largely 
wasted. The speed is all very 
well “for escaping, but that meats 
abandoning the supply ships to 
the enemy. 

The only good advantage is 
that the-speed enables the war- 
ships to udvance to meet an’ ap- 
yroaching enemy and head it off 
rom. the convoy. But that is 
ontrary to the tactical position 
¢ the Italian. Navy, and it will 
.e interesting to see how_ the 
‘alian Naval Staff cope with the 
vroblem.—Reuter.
